STATES ITS POSITION-ON STAMPING. 


Home Objects to the System But, Where Agents 
Desire, Will Allow Dailies to Be In- 
spected and Returned 





Vice-President Buswell of the Home of 
New York has addressed the following letter 
to agents of the company in Nebraska: 


“Conditions in Nebraska have been un 
settled for several years for reasons with 
which you are familiar; but, there being no 


longer any obstacle to the operation of local 
boards, we wish to suggest for your thought- 


ful copsideration that the time may have 
arrived when the interests of your agency 
and your customers as well as the com- 
pany’s can best be served by such an organ- 
ization. 

“Without uniformity and stability of rates 
your agency can have no tangible and _ per- 
manent vale. There are companies whose 
support of good practices cannot be secured 
as a matter of agreement—some because they 
are not in position to compete on even terms, 
others because they are unwilling to write 
a general business. ‘These can be reached 
only through their agents, atid it is there 
fore a question for the agents to decide 
whether they want a local board or not. 
Wherever all the agents agree that such 


organization would be desirable 
ready to support it, we heartily favor such 
a step; but, unless the desire for improved 
conditions is practically unanimous, the ef 


and all are 


fort to establish them in this way is scarcely 
worth while. One very usual purpose a 
board properly organized and _ supported 
should serve is to give every member a 
sense of security touching the acts on his 
competitors. Unless it does this, it is likely 
to be short-lived. 

“Some of our friends believe there is only 
one way to control agents and that is by 


having their business examined 
by an outsider. 
this manipulation

Just what mysterious virtue 


posseses we have never 
understood, but we know it involves delays 
which are dangerous, it interposes a stranger 
between the agent and his company, and it 
gives the public the impression that we are 
members of an obnoxious trust, thus invit 
ing adverse legislation. It gives a false sense 
of security in the minds of honest agents 


while it helps their unscrupulous competitors 
representing companies of like character, to 


cover their tracks. 

“For these and other reasons we are op 
posed to the system. We prefer that our 
agents should deal directly with us, and 


want our daily reports as quickly as the mail 
can bring them to us. We are unwilling that 
our business should be exposed to others 
and we do not want to be placed on the de 
fensive when 


your legislature again under- 
takes to regulate the fire insurance business 
of the state. 

“In deference to the wishes of our friends, 
we will, when agents so desire, support a 
local stamping secretary, with the under- 
standing that our papers shall be submitted 
by our agent and at once examined and re 
turned to him for transmission to us, with 
such notation, if any, as the facts require, 


but this is as far as we are prepared to go. 


“Our purpose in writing you thus _ fully 
on the subject at this time, is to make clear 
to you our position, which has been misun- 
derstood or misrepresented recently at sev 


eral points.”

Statement of Agents’ Position, 

The meeting was opened by a statement on 
behalf of the agents that they had no definite 
program which they’ desired the companies 
to adopt, but merely wanted to define their 
views upon the demoralzing practice of over- 
head writing. They tersely but comprehen- 
sively stated the conditions relative to non- 
resident brokers and cut-rate broker compe- 
tition, citing certain specific cases of recent 
occurrence merely to emphasize the general 
proposition. They frankly said that whatever 
action might be suggested or recommended 
by the companies to suppress the evil would 
doubtless be such as to secure the hearty 
endorsement of the members of the National 
Association and of Fire Insurance Agents 
everywhere, who were eager to maintain the 
dignity and integrity of their calling. 

Company Executives Ready to Co-Operate. 

Several of the managers after the local men 
had defined their position held that the ques- 
tion of overhead writing and collateral sub- 
jects were of equal concern to them and that 
there was opportunity for co-operation on 
lines which would serve the mutual interests 
of the companies and their local representa- 
tives. It was unanimously voted, upon mo- 
tion, that the companies represented depre- 
cated in the abstract the practice of overhead 
writing in the territory of local agents, and 
it was resolved to appoint a joint committee 
composed of six company officers and five 
local agents to take up the question in de- 
tail, and, if possible, to formulate a program 
which could be made effective by joint action 
of the parties in interest. 

Meeting Was a Noteworthy Gathering. 

The meeting is noteworthy not alone for 
the harmonious and cordial good will that 
prevailed, but it is the first time that the Na- 
tional Association of Fire Insurance Agents 
has been formally recognized by managing 
underwriters. In the past there has been a 
tendency to look with a little distrust upon 
the agents’ organization by the head office 
men, and for this feeling the agents were 
themselves largely responsible because of 
somewhat rabid utterances made and radical

measures proposed by the organization in the 
early days of its existence. 

Happily this feeling has now largely dis- 
appeared and in its stead the company offi- 
cials are disposed to co-operate cordially with 
the local representatives, feeling assured that 
in so doing their common interests will be 
advanced.

PENN MUTUAL AGENTS MEET. 


SESSION 





IS HELD AT CLEVELAND. 





Valuable Papers and Fine Entertainment Mark 
Twenty-Second Annual Convention 
of the Association. 





Cleveland, June 28—(Special.)—To-day’s 
sessions of the Penn Mutual Agency Associa- 
tion were mostly taken up in discussions re- 
sulting from the opening of the question box 
and in. the reading of papers. 

To-night the visitors are enjoying them- 
selves at various amusement places following 
a profitable day’s work. 

The quizz box awakened considerable inter- 
est. One of the important topics brought out 
was whether purely mutual companies should 
issue deferred dividend policies, and talks 
tended to show that with good management 
and careful investment, such contracts are all 
right. 

National Supervision Comes Up for Discussion. 

National supervision received considerable 
attention, with talks whose trend was strongly 
toward a combination of state and national 
control with a commissioner in charge of the 
latter. Vice-President Johnson suggested in 
this connection that a national tax of 1 per- 
cent be imposed, and, if states desired, they 
might tax their own policyholders out of the 
surplus for dividends on policies. Uniform 
laws and court rulings were also favored. 

Convention Takes Up Many Questions. 

Plans for securing agents were discussed by 
Agency Manager Lippincott and others, with 
the general idea being expressed that they 
must be trained in the-business at considerable 
expense. Most effective arguments for closing 
business, health certificates, advisability of tak- 
ing negro risks, days of grace in paying 
premiums, necessary surplus, and the advisa- 
bility of companies aiding in stamping out 
tuberculosis through establishment of hospitals 
for their policyholders were important subject’ 
discussed. The latter is interesting and there 
was a diversity of opinion. These discussions 
took the forenoon and part of the afternoon. 

Papers That Were Presented Wednesday. 

Papers were read as follows: John F. 
Brown, “The Irrepressible Conflict ;” Travel- 
ling Auditor C. W. Gould, “Experiences of a 
Traveling Auditor;” John Humphries, “A 
Field Man on Finance ;” Papers by W. L. Lott 
and George Benham were read by M. E. 
Goulden and B. G. Marsh, respectively. 

Resolutions on the death of Edward Bourne, 
former secretary for many years, were 
adopted.

ARKANSAS LAW ARGUMENT. 


BASIS OF COMPANIES’ CONTENTIONS. 








Ex-Assistant Attorney-General Beck Holds 
That the Extra-Territorial Feature Is Un- 
constitutional—Decision Reserved. 





The case of the Hartford Fire vs. the State 
of Arkansas, which involved the validity of 
the .King anti-trust law, was argued before 
the supreme court of that state the other day. 
In view of the importance of the: case, the 
court extended tlie time for argument to 
seven hours. The Hon. W. L. Terry and At- 
torney-General Rogers argued the case for 
the state and Col. J. W. House and J. M. 
Moore argued for the Hartford Fire. As the 
case was a test one, James M. Beck, formerly 
assistant attorney-general of the United 
States, also took part in the argument in be- 
half of the many fire insurance companies 
which would necessarily be affected by the 
decision.’ ; 

Statute Is Not Extra-Territorial. 

Mr. Beck argued that the statue, fairly and 
reasonably interpreted, did not apply to any 
combination, pool or agreement between for- 
eign corporations having reference to prices 
or premiums charged elsewhere than in Ar- 
kansas. He cited Article XII, Section 11, of 
the state consitution, as evidencing the policy 
of that state to welcome foreign corporations 
within its borders, and to limit the legisla- 
tive power of the state to acts done or busi- 
ness transacted within its borders, and he 
spoke of the simple but effective provisions for 
the regulation of foreign insurance companies, 
which had prevailed in Arkansas prior to the 
passage of the anti-trust statue of 1899, and 
which he said were worthy of imitation in 
other states. , 

Applies Only to Arkansas. 

Notwithstanding the generality of its 
terms, he argued that the King anti-trust 
statue, while it affected combinations and the 
fixing of ratés outside of the state, it could 
only refer to rates upon property within Ar- 
kansas and belonging to its citizens. If a 
broader construction were given, he then ar- 
gued that the statue was a violation both of 
the constitutions of the federal government and 
of Arkansas. 

Injustice to Insurance Corporations. 

He referred to many sections in the bill of 
rights of the state constitution, which forbade 
ex post facto laws, the imposition of excessive 
fines, unequal discriminations and capricious 
destruction of private rights and privileges, as 
clearly invalidating the King anti-trust statue, 
the injustice of which to foreign corporations, 
and especially to the insurance companes, 
was pointed out at length. 

In concluding his argument, Mr. Beck said 
that the judiciary, in these days of intemper- 
ate agitation, could render no higher service 
than in declaring laws invalid which trans- 
gressed the limits of fair legislation as defined 
by state comstitutions. 

Will of People in the Constitution. 

To the argument of the gttorney-general, 
that the law represented the will of the people 
of Arkansas, Mr. Beck replied that the will 
of that people could be better found ta its con- 
stitution, which was formally ratified at the 
polls, than in any law passed by a legislature, 
which too often misrepresents the wishes of 
its constituents and too often acts from sin- 
ister and improper motives. But assuming 
that the will of the people of Arkansas could 
be regarded as fairly represented by this 
piece of legislation, which Mr. Beck de- 
nounced as mischievous and oppressive 
beyond precedent, he then said that the oil of 
annointing, which was formerly supposed to 
have sanctified the head of the monarch, and 
made him incapable of doing wrong, had not 
under our system of government fallen upon 
the people. and that the very theory ofa written 
constitution was that the people needed some

limitations to their temporary errors, and 
some boundaries beyond which the tyranny 
of majorities could not safely go. 

After the arguments were concluded, the 
court took the case under advisement, and it 
is expected that a decision will be rendered 
within a few weeks. 





EXTENDING ITS FARM DEPARTIIENT. 

The German American, after fairly launch- 
ing its Ohio farm branch under the super- 
vision of State Agent Dye of Columbus, now 
turns its attention to Wisconsin and_ will 
write such risks in that state, in certain sec- 
tions and under certain restrictions. It is said 
the company also contemplates taking on the 
class in Michigan, Minnesota and other states 
to a limited extent. 





WANT VALUED POLICY LAW REPEAL! D 





Recommendations of Commissioner Prewitt of 
Kentucky—Thinks That the State Should 
Have Provision for Fire Marshal. 


Among the recommendations in the annual 
report of Commissioner Prewitt of Kentucky 
is one that the valued policy law of that state 
should be repealed. In this connection Mr. 
Prewitt says: 

“Insurance companies must of necessity act 
by and through agents. The agents are rarely 
ever architects or builders. It, is equally im- 
possible to have each building insured in- 
spected by a representative of the company 
without entailing a great expense upon the ii- 
suring public. The assured has, or should 
have, a better knowledge of the value of his 
property than any other person. The company 
should not be required to pay any more than 
the actual loss sustained. Overinsurance 
causes a great many fires which would not 
occur but for this law. The rates of insurance 
in other states are very much lower than in 
Kentucky. With a fire marshal law upon the 
statute books and the repeal of the valued 
policy law, Kentucky should have as low a 
schedule of rates as any state in the union.” 

In addition Mr. Prewitt makes recommen- 
dations as follows: 

A law requiring each agent to produce his 
license to the county clerk of the county of 
his residence and have a record made of the 
date of license, name of agent and company 
represented, the clerk to exact a small fee and 
certify to the insurance department each year 
a copy of all licenses registered, companies 
to pay a penalty for failures to report to de- 
partment name of agent in each state. 

Law regulating fees to be charged to in- 
surance companies by municipal corporations 
to do away with the conflicting ordinances of 
the different counties in this respect. 

A law creating the office of fire marshal. 

A law requiring all persons taking insurance 
in unauthorized companies to report amount 
of insurance and premiums paid, at the same 
time requiring the insured to pay a tax the 
same as authorized companies. 

A law requirmg each insurance company to 
pay a certain tax for the benefit of the fire 
departments in the different cities in the state. 

In conclusion Mr. Prewitt says: “There are 
several other laws of great importance that 
could be enacted in order that Kentucky might 
keep abreast of the times. The laws are so 
framed at this time in Kentucky that the home 
companies have been unable to succeed here, 
and the result is that foreign companies come 
into the state, get the business and send Ken- 
tuckians’ money therefor to their home offices 
in other states; whereas, on the other hand, 
we could, by proper regulations, arotect our 
local companies, encourage capital to invest 
in our own fields and build up home enter- 
prises and institutions.” 





BIG LINE OF TORNADO INSURANCE. 


Burrows, Marsh & McLennan, the Chicago 
local agents, are placing the tornado insurance 
of the Thebes bridge over the Mississippi 
river, which was recently opened for traffic, 
connecting with Missouri from Thebes, Ill. 
This is one of the famous bridges of the 
country and the firm is endeavoring to secure 
$1,000,000 tornado insurance at 60 cents for 
three years. The insurance companies are re- 
quiring that this amount be carried and many 
of them hesitate to take the line even at that. 





HOW COMPANY WAS ROBBED. 


GRAFT SYSTEM SEEN IN EQUITABLE. 





Hendricks Report Shows How the Company 
Was Worked for the Benefit of Its Illus- 
trious Founder and His Successors. 


The preliminary report on the Equitable by 
Superintendent Hendricks revealed as rotten 
a piece of robbery of policyholders as could 
be imagined. It is to be hoped that District 
Attorney Jerome will have sand enough to 
prosecute all officers and directors who have 
been engaged in the brigandage. The com- 
plete report’ may not be ready for several 
months, especially if the real estate and mort- 
gages have to be revalued, and other securities 
investigated. The preliminary report was 
made owing to a promise to commissioners of 
other states that something would be made 
public by June 15. 

The report shows salaries are still being paid 
to those who are dead, or no longer connected 
with the company. 

H. B. Hyde’s Manipulations Exposed. 

The most astounding revelation came with 
the exposé of Henry B. Hyde, the founder 
and late president, who has been held as the 
ideal underwriter. Dying garbed in sanctity 
and venerated by all, Superintendent Hen- 
dricks shows this distinguished man was the 
originator of the system of graft and by means 
most sinister robbed policyholders. With H. 
B. Hyde as the creator of “‘graft” methods, 
insurance men well understand — the baneful, 
corrupt atmosphere pervading the Equitable 
office. They realize where the Hyde family 
secured its wealth. 

Other Investigations Being Made. 

Governor Higgins of New York sent Dis 
trict Attorney Jerome a copy of the report, 
and requested proceedings, if the evidence 
warranted. Chairman Paul Morton is having 
his own investigation made by experts. In the 
meanwhile scores of agents are leaving the 
company, not being able to sell its policies. 
The Ryan deal has not served to restore pub- 
lic confidence. 

Alexander Returns Syndicate Profits. 

James W. Alexander has refunded all the 
profits awarded by him in the syndicate oper- 
ations of “J. H. Hyde and associates.” The 
umount returned is $65,043. Mr. Alexander, 
is still ill at his home, his malady being ex- 
aggerated by the ordeal through which he has 
passed. 

H. B. Hyde’s ‘‘Extra Compensation.”’ 

The Hendrigks report shows that in addition 
to Henry B. Hyde's salary he received “extra 
compensation,” ranging from $16,000 in 1864 to 
$50,000 in 1874. In 1874 his salary was fixed 
at $37,500. From time to time thereafter the 
directors voted him a present of $20,000. The 
additional compensation was figured on 2% 
percent of the net surplus. James H. Hyde 
issues a statement to try to clear his father’ 
reputation, which is regarded as a weak effort. 

James H. Hyde’s Expense Account. 

James H. Hyde’s expense account ran as 
follows: 1900 $7,176; 1901 $6,972; 1902 $2,- 
588; 1903 $20,517; 1904 $15,286. These sums 
were paid in lump on his own vouchers. The 
Equitable paid the following to directors and 
committee men as fees: 1900 $32,670; 1901 
$35,300; 1902 $38,805; 1903 $43,805; 1904 $44,- 
933: 1905 (to date) $11.200. 

J. H. Hyde received $28,000 a year as sal- 
ary from some of the Equitable’s subsidiary 
companies. .

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INTERESTING SITUATION DEVELOPS. 





Insuring Rolling Stock on Illinois-Iowa State 
Line Requires Care to Make It in 
Harmony with Laws. 


An interesting point comes up in con- 
nection with the insurance on the property 
of the Tri-City Railway Company, operating 
an electric line between Davenport, Ia., and 
Rock Island and Moline, Ill. The rolling stock 
of the company may be found on either side 
of the Mississippi River. ‘The union rule re- 
quires that rolling stock of street railway lines, 
if written blanket, must be subject to the 100 
percent coinsurance clause, and that, in states 
where coinsurance is prohibited by law, it 
must be insured specifically upon cars by num- 
ber. An agent at Davenport advises that his 
line will be rewritten in July under the old 
form, covering blanket in both states without 
coinsurance, but as this is in conflict with the 
rule, companies are standing for specific in- 
surance’on cars by number, and further re- 
questing that policies be signed by agents on 
either side of the river in order to comply 
with the resident agency laws of both states. 
Whether the Illinois agent will sit supinely 
by and attach his. signature to a policy issued 
by his rival on the farther shore- remains for 
the future, 





WILL ENTER SOME NEW TERRITORY. 





United American Fire of Milwaukee Increases 
Capital and Will Go Into Minnesota 
and Illinois. 





The United American Fire of Milwaukee 
is about to enlarge its field of operations by 
entering Illinois and Minnesota and putting 
two special agents -on the road. 

The capitat of the company has lately been 
increased from $50,c00 to $100,000, the new 
stock being sold at $1.20 and $10,000 added to 
surplus, which now amounts to about $50,000, 
‘The company started business without any 
surplus six years ago, and by cconomical and 
conservative management has had a steady 
growth and shows a gain for every year. 

Joseph Francis of Milwaukee has been ap- 
pointed special agent and -will probably have 
southern Wisconsin and Illinois for his field. 
Mr. Frances has been employed in local agen- 
cies for several years. The appointment of 
another special agent will be announced soon. 





WARREN MAKG&S A CHANGE. 


A. M. Warren, special agent of the Phoenjx 
of London for Wisconsin and Minnesota for 
the last six years, has resigned his position 
with the Phoenix to establish and manage a 
Pacific Coast department for the North- 
western Fire & Marine of Minneapolis. He 
will establish an office at Los Angeles for the 
present and plans to get the Northwestern 
well established in California before extending 
operations to any other states. 

He is thoroughly familiar with his field, 
having represented the Milwaukee Mechanics 
in California, as general agent, before he suc- 
ceeded his father, A. A. Warren, as special 
agent of the Phoenix in Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota. Mr. Warren is especially glad to secure 
a change of climate, as his health has not been 
of the best for more than a year and he was 
compelled to spend three months in Califor- 
nia the past spring on that account. 





DECISION ON AN APPRAISAL. 

Chief Justice Hill of the Arkansas supreme 
court has decided against the insurance com- 
pany in the case of the Niagara Fire against 
Boon. ‘The case arose out of the adjustment 
of Boon’s loss under a clause of the policy. The 
dispute was submitted to an arbitration board

of three members. The company selected one, 
the insured another and the two an umpire. 
The representatives of the company and in- 
sured being unable to agree, the company ap- 
praiser called in the umpire, who took such 
decided ground in favor of the insured that 
the insurance company representative with- 
drew, and attempted to ‘dissolve the arbitra- 
tion. In the meanwhile the umpire and ap- 
praiser made their award. 

The court held that an arbitration regularly 
agreed to in writing under the terms of the 
policy cannot be defeated by the withdrawal 
of one of the parties, and the award of the 
others can only be defeated by clear evidences 
of fraud, mistake, malfeasance or misfeas- 
ance in the conduct of the arbitrators. The 
court -held that none of these elements ap- 
peared, and entered judgment against the ‘in- 
surance company. 





COURT HOLDS EXPIRATIONS ARE PROPERTY. 


The court of appeals of Kentucky has 
confirmed the decision of the Kenton circuit 
court that the expirations of a fire insurance 
agency are property that may be sold by 
order of the court in winding up a partner- 
ship, and, it would seem to follow, that they 
may be sold by creditors. Although the 
point was not raised directly, it is apparently 
implied that the expirations are the property 
of the agent, and not exclusively of the com- 
pany. The decision was handed dowr in the 
case of H. A. Whitney against John Whit- 
ney, formerly partners in the agency busi- 
ness in Covington.

FOR LOCAL AGENTS, 














THe WESTERN UNDERWRITER has many 
women agents who read its pages faithfully 
and most intelligently. It is the desire of this 
department of the paper to have the women 
agents contribute such information.as will be 
valuable to their sisters in the business. Here 
is a letter from one of Ohio’s best women 
fire insurance agents: 

“Where are the ‘lady’ agents? Judging from 
the strict silence with which the female agent 
is treated in the pages of THe Western Un- 
DERWRITER One would suppose there-were none. 
But we know there are at least one hundred 
here in Ohio, giving to and taking from the 
men agents in their field. Why not let them 
be heard from once in a while? We do not 
ask for heart to. heart talks on the subject of 
our rights as women, but simply thé chance to 
help each other along by comparing notes. 

“It seems there can be nothing doing with- 


-out a ‘woman in it,’ and so women have invaded 


the insuranee field, both fire and life; but it 
is the field of fire insurance which is most 
agreeable to her, according to one woman's 
notion. After the first few years of initiatory 
service,.when one gets accustomed to ups and 
downs, to being in the seventh, heaven of 
delight over a risk landed, to the lowest depths 
of despair because the other fellow got it; 
to being ‘sassed’ by other agents (male of 
course), to be misrepresented by them, to 
learning truth from fiction and not to believe 
a thing until one sees it with the naked eye, 
to pulling through the trying times of rate 
cutting, on through board organization and 
then the talk from policyholders of ‘Trusts.’ 
‘Star Chamber,’ etc., after one has lived 
through all this without losing sleep or hair, 
then one begins to enjoy the work, finding 
it ever new and interesting. 

“First, there is the getting acquainted with 
the companies through their secretaries or 
managers, this is one way of receiving the 
necessary education. Then follows the spe- 
cial agent, here is great diversity and en- 
tertainment. Have you a keen sense of hu- 
mor? You will need it in this business. In 
fact, it will keep you from drowning in de- 
spair when every other straw fails. The 
special agent is your best friend and you will 
find him always ready to assist and build up 
when your rivals are doing all they can 
against you. As a rule he‘has his fund of 
humor which helps to brace one up. Who 
ever heard of a solemn, melancholy special? 

“Then you have to get acquainted with 
your patrons and meeting men in a business 
life. To one accustomed to the retirement 
of family life it is fearful to go out among 
men, to solicit insurance or to explain it, but 
it grows easier as time goes on, and as a rule 
men are always ready to help a woman if she 
is a worker. To work fire insurance one must 
go out in all kinds of weather and be a good 
walker ; social life must be given up to a large 
degree. One cannot serve two masters; one 
needs plenty of grit and nerve, a cast-iron 
hide (excuse the plain speech) which will 
spurn all snubs and cuts, an inside, instead of 
an outside, water shed for tears (in case of dull 
times), for one cannot work fire insurance and 
weep at the same time, because the ‘water’ puts 
out the ‘fire’ don’t you know? You will need 
Faith, Hope and Charity, but the greatest of 
these is Hope, and you will need a capacity

Applications from Representative Agents Desired. 
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AS SEEN FROM CHIGAGO. 


THEIR ATTITUDE IS PRAISEWORTHY. 


Burrows, Marsh & McLennan of Chicago 
are receiving commendation for the attitude 
they took in their recent trial before the referee 
of the Chicago Underwriters Association. As 
“has been the custom on the street for a long 
time, a binder is issued at the expiration of a 
line where there is to be a reduction in the 
rate in a few days. When the policies are 
issued thev are written at the lower rate from 
date of expiration of the old policies or when 
the. binders are taken up, if the time elapsing 
between the expiration of the policies and the 
taking up of the binders is not too long. In 
other words, the agents are in the habit of giv- 
ing a few days insurance for nothing rather 
than attempt to collect small amounts. 

The literal construction of the rules would 
require the new policies to take the rate in 
effect at the expiration of the old in case a 





rate was reduced. Custom, however, has 
made this rule almost a dead letter. 
Burrows, Marsh & McLennan secured 


a line of insurance that had been placed by 
another agency. They knew ithe rate would 
be reduced on account of improvements and 
hence had binders issued for a few days. At 
the end of three or four days the policies were 
ordered written at the reduced rate. The 
agency losing the line caused charges to be 
filed against the firm and the referee decided 
that he could do nothing but follow the literal 
construction of the rule and hence fined the 
firm and ordered the policies taken up and the 
firm to remain off for fifteen months. 

Burrows, Marsh & McLennan would cer- 
tainly have had good cause to protest against 
this ruling’ on account of the prevailing cus- 
tom. However, they paid the fine and took 
up the policies without a word. This attitude 
of one of the largest agencies on La Salle 
street is one that should serve as a good 
lesson to others.

. CONNECTICUT GIVES FIGURES. 


The management of the Connecticut Fire 
gave out statistics this week as to the number 
of its resignations. The company claims that 
so far 60 percent of its agents have promised 
to stand by it, 23 percent have not been heard 
from, but are still doing business at the old 
stand -and in about the same way, and 17 per- 
cent have resigned. The management states 
that its business has increased in comparison 
with last year. This increase can be attributed 
in some measure to greater liberality on part 
of the company following its expulsion from 
the union. 

When the accounts current of agents are 
made up for June, and they find they are put 
on a 15 percent basis where they represent the 
Connecticut, it is likely there will be “more 
resignations. At any rate the unign companies 
are banking on the 15 percent measure to act 
as a very good separator.

LABORATORIES SOON TO MOVE. 

The Underwriters Laboratories has now 
completed its new building on Ohio street 
near St. Clair on the north side in Chicago, 
and will move its equipment there in a few 
days. The building has been erected soleiy 
for the use of the laboratories, and is the most 
perfectly finished structure of the kind in the 
world. It is not generally known that all the 
technical underwriting bodies are now har- 
monized in the Underwriters Laboratories, 
concentrating their work through its ma- 
chinery. It is the only institution of the kind 
in this country, and the western people de- 
serve great credit for having it locate perma- 
nently in Chicago, especially when the east 
endeavored so hard to get it. It is likely that 
there will be a house-warming in the new 
structure at an early date, to be in charge of 
that prince of royal hosts, Col. H. C. Eddy.

FIGHT ON COINSURANCE CLAUSE. 
Considerable interest is being taken in the 
suit brought by the American Tube Company 
in Chicago against the insurance companies for 
a loss sustained a few weeks ago. The poli- 
cies contained the 90 percent coinsurance 
clause, and the tube company was under- 





insured, becoming contributors to the amount 


of $18,000. They are attacking the companies 
on the ground that the coinsurance clause is 
illegal. They claim that in accepting this 
clause the assured does so only in considera- 
tion of a reduced rate, and it is charged that 
the lower rate was not granted in this case. 
The insurance agents declare that a lower 
rate was-granted, it being found in a decrease 
in the basis rate. As the assured accepted 
these contracts and paid the premium on the 
policies and made no kick until the lass oc- 
curred, when they found they had _ not 
enough insurance, it is -not likely that they 
have very good grounds for knocking out the 
coimsurance clause.

CHICAGO FIRE MARSHALSHIP. 

Chicago insurance men are very fearful that 
Fire Marshal Campion will yet be decapitated 
in spite of the tremendous influence of under- 
writers; business and professional men that 
is being brought to bear on Mayor Dunne to 
hold him. Marshal Campion assumed his 
duties with the understanding that he was to 
run the department as he thought best and be 
held responsible for the results. He has at 
tempted to abolish favoritism, the play of poii- 
tics and lack of discipline, and hence has in- 
curred the enmity of a yumber of firemen 
who claim that he is tyrannical. The Chicago 
American has been booming the double platoon 
system and playing to the rank and file of the 
firemen, and inasmuch as the fire marshal is 
opposed to the platoon system the Chicago 
American has been fighting him. The rela- 
tionship between Mayor Dunne and the Amer- 
ican is very close and it is understood that 
Hearst’s paper has attempted to dictate the 
removal of Marshal Campion and the appoint- 
ment of Second Assistant Marshal Seyerflicii 
in his stead. 

The fire insurance men are we'll pleased with 
the Campion administration, believing that the 
chief has the right idea of fire fighting and 
hence they deplore the use of politics in the 
fire department. Marshal Campion cannot be 
induced to remain in office with his wings 
clipped.

R. D. HARVEY’S APPOINTMENT. 

R. D. Harvey of Chicago, who has charge of 
a large western field for the New Hampshire, 
has been appointed assistant United States 
manager of the Royal Exchange, and will take 
up his new duties in New York at an early 
date. The appointment is due to the knowl- 
edge Manager Crosby gained of Mr. Harvey 
while the former was president of the New 
Hampshire. Mr. Harvey has long been re- 
garded as one of the foremost field men of the 
west, who always could be trusted to do the 
square thing. His field associations have been 
very pleasant. He served as president of the 
Illinois Field Club, and did much good in that 
capacity. 

Mr. Harvey’s appointment calls attention 
to the fact that this is the second non-union 
western field man that has recently received 
recognition, the other being Waite Bliven, who 
became secretary of the American of Phila 
delphia. Mr. Harvey’s old associates in re 
west regret to lose him from this field, but 
rejoice in the promotion that has come to 
him.

WILL EXPAND IN THE WEST. 

Secretary Marshall of the Northern of New 
York is on a western trip, and the result will 
be an expansion of the company’s plant in this 
section.

TRYING TO ENFORCE RULE. 

-Attention has been called to the fact that 
some companies and their daily report exam 
iners and special agents do not seem to under 
stand that specific insurance is required on 
patterns when manufacturing risks are written. 


The old rvle which allowed patterns to be 


covered under the machinery item with a per 
centage limitation was repealed over two years 
ago, and since then the rule has’ required a 
separate item upon patterns, 


the same as on 





machinery or stock, or if blanketed with other 
property the 90 percent coinsurance clause 
must apply. Notwithstanding the concise 
language of the rule it,is being ignored, either 
under a misconcepton or on some other ac- 
count, and an effort is being made to secure 
its rigid enforcement.

NOT A VAPOR LAMP SYSTEM. 

It is estimated that 90 percent of the agents 
doing business in the territory -where the 
Pitner gasoline lighting device is in use, con 
strue same as a vapor lamp system and attach 
to policies the printed gasoline vapor lamp 
permit, whereas the “Pitner” is a gasoline 
oil distribution system and a special form is 
required for same. It is further reported that 
many daily report examiners are not “on to” 
this and are accepting the lamp permits with- 
out calling for substitution of proper form.

YOUNGSTOWN AGENTS ACCEPT RATES. 








After Considerable Delay Local Board Adopts 
the New Tariff and Will Open a &tamp- 
ing Office August 1. 





Through the efforts of A. P. Ross, mana- 
ger of the Ohio Association of Local Agents, 
and a number of leading field men, the agents 
of Youngstown have decided to adopt the new 
rates of the Ohio Inspection Bureau based 
on the Dean schedule and also to establish 
a stamping system. ‘The date set for the new 
arrangement to go into effect is August I. 

Although formal action has not been taken, 
it is practically certain that the agents ot 
Trumbull county will join with those of 
Youngstown in the stamping office and con- 
tribute their share to the expenses. Manager 
Sellers of the Ohio Inspection Bureau will 
probably install a* branch of that institution 
at Youngstown shortly after the stamping 
office is opened and place an inspector in 
charge. 

Youngstown was the first important point 
in the state at which the Dean schedule was 
applied. The principal changes are on multi- 
ple occupancy risks, and it'is said that the ad- 
vances on such risks are somewhat radical. 
On mercantile stocks the rates are said to be 
but slightly advanced, while on buildings they 
are, as a rule, lower. The changes in rates 
did not meet with the approval of the local 
agents at first and for some time they balked 
at accepting them. When the system was more 
fully explained, however, and the fact that 
the rates were equitable was made plain, they 
accepted them with geod grace. 





CHARGE BAD FAITH AT PARKERSBURG. 





Claim Made That All Companies Are Not Re- 
quiring Agents to Report Through 
Stamping Secretary’s Office. 


Some of the agents in Parkersburg, W. Va., 
have written their companies complaining that 
all agents are not reporting through the stamp- 
ing secretary's office, and some agents report 
for part of their companies and not the rest, 
because the companies are not requiring them 
to do so. Bad faith is also charged against 
a few agents who entered the’ agreement. 
Cases are cited where cut rates are offered on 
risks. The Parkersburg Brewing Company 
line is up for consideration, the tariff being 
$1.35. Part of this line is carried in the 
Brewers Exchange at $1 and the assured 
now declares that this is the most that will 
be paid. Some of the stock companies have 
taken the line at that rate and the agents 
are convinced that they will be unable to 
secure any part of it unless they agree to this 
rate. 





DETWILER OFFICE BACK IN THE BOARD. 

The local board at Toledo has reinstated the 
1. H. Detwiler Company to membership with- 
out prejudice. Last October the office was 
suspended on the charge of rebating, and since 
then there has been much bitterness and ill 
feeling. This action of the organization, how- 
ever, clears up matters, and gives it a new lease: 
At the present tim, about fifty agents are 
members of the board and twenty are on the 
outside. Of the latter about half write in- 
surance as a side line and have no offices.

DEAN SCHEDULE IN OHIO. 

Excepting Youngstown, the Dean schedule 
has so far been applied in about sixty smail 
towns in Ohio and on individual risks in 
larger places, the applications being made 
principally for the purpose of testing the 
schedule. Field men state that it is particu- 
larly satisfactory on frame ranges.

DECIDE TO UNIONIZE. 


For the second time the members of the Bru- 
ner-Goodhue-Cooke Company have changed 
their minds, and decided to make their agency 
entirely union by resigning the Connecticut.

who represents the Ohio Farmers. Just what 
decided the agency to make the last move is 
not known, as. there was a general under- 
standing that the Connecticut would be re- 
tained, and the office would operate as a mixed 
agency.

The West Virginia Fire Underwriters As- 
sociation has sent out a letter to companies re- 
questing them to see if they are carrying a 
line on the West Virginia School for Deaf, 
Dumb and Blind Children. The new rate is 
somewhat higher on this risk than the old one 
and the companies asking for the correct tarirf 
have been advised that there is no trouble in 
placing the line at the old three-year rate. 
The association asks its members to see that 
they are receiving thé correct tariff. 





WORTH OF GOOD PROTECTION PROVED. 





In Monday’s Fire at Cleveland, Standard Fire 
Shutters Saved One Building, While Iron 
Ones Warped and Let Fire In. 





An illustration of the superiority of standard 
fire doors and window shutters was given 
early Monday morning in Cleveland, during 
a destructive. fire which destroyed the plant 
of the Willard Storage Battery Company near 
the foot of St. Clair street, and badly dam- 
aged the salesrooms and storage warehouses 
of Fairbanks, Morse & Co., Jaskulek, Meyer & 
Bro. and Fred Beck, causing a fire loss of 
perhaps $150,000 or $200,000. The rear win- 
dows of the building occupied by Fairbanks, 
Morse & Co. had heavy iron shutters as a 
protection against fire from the exposure of 
the storage battery ~building, but these warped 
and twisted so under the intense heat that fire 
communicated with the interior of the build- 
ing and caused a very heavy loss both to the 
structure and contents. ‘The wholesale drug 
house of Benton, Hall & Co., with the rear ad- 
joining the storage battery plant, was fitted 
with standard shutters, made of wood and 
lined inside and out with sheet iron. The heat 
was so intense against these that the wood- 
work was scorched on the inside, but the 
shutters remained intact and effectually pre- 
vented the fire from entering. 

Another thing was forcibly illustrated—the 
value of sprinkler systems. Benton, Hall & 
Co. occupy buildings that have a narrow con- 
nection between them adjacent to the burned 
building. The heat came in under the roof 
of this bridge-like connection sufficiently to 
scorch the ceiling and other wood work about, 
but three sprinkler heads opened and extin- 
guished the fire. The watchman allowed them 
to operate until he felt certain there was no 
other danger and then turned them off. The 
result was that the only damage the drug 
company suffered was from water, and, owing 
to the fact that the firemen bailed this off the 
floor after the danger was oyer, this will be 
quite light. This is the heaviest fire loss 
Cleveland has had for some time and shows 
the need of the high-pressure system in the 
downtown district.

AFFAIRS AT CLEVELAND 


























Fire wardens in Cleveland, under the direc- 
tion of Chief Wallace, will enforce the new 
ordinance governing the sale of dangerous 
explosives, .according to an announcement 
made a few days ago. Dealers claim it is not. 
enforceable, but City Solicitor Baker declares 
that it is, and that a penalty is provided for 
violation. The sale of blank cartridges, blank- 


cartridge pistols, nitroglycerin, fireworks con- 
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taining nitroglycerin or dynamite, toy cannons, 

tepeating’ marbles, and many other things of 

the kind are prohibited by the amended ordi- 

nance, copies of which have been distributed 

among the dealers with a caution not-to vio- 

late it. Holiday explosives are already being 
- displayed. 





MINIMUM RATES IN MEIGS COUNTY. 


At a meeting of the Meigs County Branch 
of the Ohio Association of Local Fire Insur- 
ance Agents on June 19, all members being 
represented, the following minimum rates were 
made mandatory: Frame dwellings 50 cents 
per annum, frame barns 75 cents per annum, 
brick dwellings (alone) 35 cenis per annum, 
rick and frame dwellings 40 cents per annum, 
brick barns 40 cents per annum. It was de- 
cided that for all endorsements of every descrip- 
tion a fee of 25 cents be charged and collected. 
Any violation of this rule imposes a fine of $5, 
proceeds to be turned into the general fund. 

It was the universal opinion of the agents, 
that the Sellers rating was inadequate and 
incomplete. 





TO CONSIDER IMPORTANT MATTERS. 





Committee of West Virginia Fire Underwriters 
Association to Meet at Huntington July 2 
to Take Up Several Questions. 





A meeting of the committee of the West 
Virginia Fire Underwriters Assotiation has 
been called for July 2 at Huntington, where 
several matters of importance have recently 
been brought to the attention of the committee. 
One matter of importance is the use by the 
agents of a clause covering loss or damage 
by explosions from the use of uatural or arti- 
ficial gas, for which a charge cf 75 cents per 
thousand dollars is being made. Many of the 
companies doing business in the state have 
not the privilege under their charters to as- 
sume liability for loss or damage by explo- 
sions, therefore the committee has recom- 
mended the absolute prohibition of any clause 
covering this feature that has been attached to 
the regular series of policies used by the 
agents of Huntington or any other section of 
the state. The committee recognizes the right 
of those companies whose charters allow them 
to asume other than the regular fire liability 
if they desire, but it is suggested that such 
companies write this explosion insurance only 
under another series of policies than those in 
regular use at present. 

Another matter that was brought up was 
ceftain complaints against the A. W. Wernin- 
ger Agency, an incorporated company. It was 
claimed that that agency was operating under 
a plan similar to that of the Co-operators In- 
surance Agency at Grafton. The committee 
upon investigation failed to find that the opera- 
tions of this agency were other than on a sim- 
ple stock basis.

At present 
the offices that desire to obey the rules. are at 
a disadvantage in competing with those on 
whom promises rest lightly. It is likely that 
the committee will propose rules that are 
adapted to the conditions actually existing, and 
not to those that ought to exist. The problem 
is a serious one, and the aim is to put all 
agencies on an equal footing. Abyses have 
grown into important interests, so that the old 
rules will have to be broadened somewhat to 
secure a basis on which all parties can or will 
co-operate. About all that can be hoped for 
is the elimination of the barbers, bootblacks, 
cigar dealers, and similar small fry that now 
pester the business. 


W. L. Althouse of the Factory Association 
was a welcome visitor in Cincinnati offices 
this week. 


Trustees of the Gaff estate at Cincinnati 
are now circularizing the policyholders of 
the Cinciunati Equitable, requesting them to 
join in a movement to bring about a dis- 
tribution of the surplus.

The officers maintain that 
it is necessary to hold this amount against 
serious losses, while the trustees of the Gaff 
estate maintain that at least $250,000 ought 
to be distributed.

How- 
ever, he failed to convince the jury of the fact 
that he had been covered, which was denied 
by the solicitor. A very nice point of law re- 
garding a2 local agent’s liability for his so- 
licitor’s promises was side-tracked by the 
question of fact.

UNDERWRITING IN MICHIGAN 


NEW PLAN PROPOSED FOR MICHIGAN. 








Field Club Desires to Have an Expert to Visit 
Towns and Give Instruction as to the 
Use of the Schedules. 


A plan is on foot in Michigan, which has the 
sarction of the state authorities, which it 
is expected will result in much benefit if it 
is put into effect. It is proposed that the

the plan is meeting with favor. It has in it 
much merit, and it is thought that it will be 
fair to every one and will constitute a system 
to whiclrno one can find objection.

LIBERTY FIRE EXTINGUISHER TESTS. 





Several Very Severe Ones at Detroit Were En- 
tirely Satisfactory—Crowd Gave Eld- 
ridge the Laugh. 





J. T. Hair, president of the Asso- 
ciation of Chicago, went to Detroit a few days 
ago to give a test of the Liberty fire ex- 
tinguisher at the request of the officials of the 
Michigan Central railway. A representative 

{ the railroad company went to Chicago and 
yot some of the extinguishers which had been 
in the Grand Pacific Hotel for six years, in 
order to see whether the claims of the manu- 
facturers that the powder would not deterio- 
rate with age would be substantiated. 

A pile of pitch pine 8x8 feet and 10 feet 
high was made and saturated with kerosene, 
turpentine and gasoline. When it had been 
started, and the heat had become so intense 
that the spectators fell back to a distance of 
eighty feet from the fire, Mr. Hair rushed up 
to it and promptly extinguished it. The next 
test was made with several: gallons of gasoline 
in an iron tub, which was allowed to burn 
until the rim of the tub was white hot, when 
Mr. Hair promptly put this out. 

Then W. A. Eldridge—he of the Michigan 
Local Agents Association—fixed up a test to 
suit himself. He built a bonfire that blazed 
up more brilliantly than Fred Guenther’s 
oratory. Out of consideration for Eldridge’s 
feelings, Mr. Hair stationed six men with ex- 
tinguishers around the fire; and, when it had 
reached its height; he put a half a tube of 
powder on it, and promptly put it out, while 
the crowd gave Eldridge a laugh. The test 
was made in the presence of the Michigan 
Central people and the fire commissioners and 
fire insurance men of Detroit, and was en- 
tirely satisfactory. Several Detroit concerns 
have since given orders for an equipment of 
these extinguishers.

Indianapolis Board of Public Safety Adopts 
Resolutions in Accordance with a Pro- 
vision in the City Charter. 





The Indianapolis board of public safety has 
adopted resolutions prohibiting members of 
the fire department from taking any part in 
politics. The action was supplementary to a 
provision in the city charter, which reads as 
follows: “It shall be unlawful for such com- 
missioners of public safety or any persons ap- 
pointed by them, or by their predecessors, or 
holding any position on the fire force to 
solicit any person to vote at any election for 
any candidate, or to challenge any voter or in 
any manner attempt to influence any elector 
at such election, or to be a deiggate or can- 
didate for delegate to a political convention, 
or to be a member of any political committee. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of 
this section shall be fined not exceeding 
$500, to which may be added imprisonment 
in the county jail for mot exceeding six 
months.”

ANDERSON FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Anderson, Ind., recently added a new com- 
bination hose cart—chemical and ladder 
wagon—to its fire-fighting force. It has four 
houses at present, thus giving a fine equip- 
ment to the town. The board of public 
works failed to increase the number of men, 
so that at present there are only four men 
to a wagon, and if a call comes in when one 
is off duty and one is at dinner the wagon 
starts to a fire handicapped. ‘The chief has 
made it a point to have the hook and ladder 
answer calls to the residence districts merely 
for the aid its additional men will give 
him, though he feels that it would be better 
for it to stay in the downtown district, where 
its ladders would be of vital service in sav- 
ing lives should one of the larger buildings 
catch fire. 

The Anderson department believes that the 
quickest method in getting to a fire is for the 
department to drive on the right side of the 
street, thus giving vehicles and people who 
are approaching toward the department a 
chance to get out of the way, and also giving 
opportunity for drivers to know which way 
to turn when the department is going at a 
rapid rate. The department feels it has 
avoided several collisions by using the side 
of the street instead of the center.

“Resolved, that any member of this associa 
tion may meet any bona-fide offer made by any 
agent, either outside of the association, or not 
reporting to the stamping clerk, inorder ‘to 
protect his business, and save it from being 
taken at a cut rate. Provided, that such 
agent, within twenty-four hours thereafter, 
shall deliver to the members of the rating com 
mittee a statement in writing that he ‘has been 
informed by the assured, and verily believes 
that. some agent, as above classed, naming 
him if possible, has made a bona-fide offer to 
write the risk in question at less than the 
tariff, naming the rate offered and stating that 
such offer is still pending, and further pro 
vided that said rating committee shall approve 
such act and so advise such agent.” 





NOTES FROM MILWAUKEE, 











An interesting ruling has been made by 
Referee in Bankruptcy Maxwell in Milwau- 
kee. The case is briefly as follows: F. C. 
Millard, a local agent, placed the fire insur- 
ance for William ‘Bayley & Sons and paid his 
own companies, and the agents with whom he 
brokered part of the line, the premiums. After 
some time had elapsed Millard demanded a 
settlement and Bayley & Sons sent notes for 
the amount due. Millard stated to Bayley 
that he would accept notes for part of the 
amount, but that he must have part in cash. 
Thus the matter stood when Bayley & “Sons 
went into bankruptcy. The trustee of the 
bankrupt estate demanded return premiums of 
Millard and other agents for the surrender 
of the policies, claiming that Millard’s claim 
was settled by the notes he held and that the 
bankrupt estate was entitled to any unearned 
premium on the policies. The contention of 
Mr. Millard’s attorney was that the notes 
would simply postpone the date of payment 
of the premium, even had the notes been ac 
cepted, which he claimed was not the case. 
The referee ruled that Mr. Millard was enti 
tled to the return premiums. 

The Milwaukee local agents have received 
a challenge from the special agents to plav 
a game of baseball at an early date for 
money, chalk or marbles. The official docu 
ment was addressed to President August 
Rebhan of the local board and signed (in 
blood) by H. J. Zechlin, captain, and Walter 
E. Atwater, playing manager. 

President Rebhan brought the matter be 
fore the directors, and a committee consisting 
of F. J. Meyer, W. T. Greene and J. B. Lee- 
dom was appointed to arrange the prelimi- 
naries and to see that proper forfeits were 
posted to bind the match, guarantee appear- 


ance, etc.

Sundays) for some time, and now considers 
them in the pink of condition.

OBJECT TO INCORPORATED AGENCIES. 





Trouble Reported at Green Bay Owing to Com- 
petition of Agencies in Which Large Prop- 
erty Owners Are Said to Hold Stock. 

A wave of protest against incorporated 
agencies is again sweeping over union terrti- 
tory, and there is a revival of previous com- 
plaints against the incorporated Green Bay 
Insurance Agency and the Security Loan & 
‘Trust Company at Green Bay, Wis. Other 
agents at that point are claiming that these 
concerns number among their stockholders 
various large insurers, the placing of whose 
lines is influenced by their dividends, to the 
disadvantage of agents and companies not op- 
erating on the same plan. 

It will be recalled that, at the meeting of 
the union, in Washington, in March, 1903, 
this subject was freely discussed and the fol- 
lowing resolution adopted: “It is the sense 
of this body thgt no corporation shall be ap- 
pointed as agents of any union.company.” 

While there is no mandatory rule against 
it, it is the general opinion that such arrange- 
ments should not be made by members of the 
union, as, wherever the plan has been tried, 
much ill feeling has been the result. In the 
case of Green Bay, one company reports a 
loss of business on account of the alleged un- 
fair competition of the incorporated agencies, 
and in order to recover the loss, feels justified 
in authorizing its local agent to grant re- 
bates. Should this action be taken demorai- 
ization will set in, and the result may be the 
eos of the incorporated agencies at Green 
vay.

WILL TEST IOWA ANTI-COPMPACT LAW. 











Four Men at Des Moines Charged with Com- 
bining to Restrain Competition May 
Do State a Good Service. 





The four fire insurance men in Des Moines 
charged with combining to restrain competi- 
tion in rates are doing the, state of lowa a 
great service in bringing to test a section of 
the state code which has been on the books 
for ‘twenty years and has never been 
used. If Messrs. Willcox, Skinner, Hopkins 
and Howell, succeed in getting an opinion that 
the section under which they are being charged 
is unconstitutional, they will take Iowa safely 
out of the list of anti-compact states. 

It has been commonly reported that the in- 
surance men in lowa contemplate testing the 
constitutionality of the Blanchard law. That 
law has already been pronounced unconstitu- 
tional by the federal court. It is now before 
the United States supreme court on appeal. 
The section which the Des Moines men will 
test is pronounced unconstitutional because it 
discriminates in the matter of sentence. It pro- 
vides that companies combining in restraint 
of competition, may be fined according to the 
capital stock. Under the law the Hawkeye 
Fire, which Messrs. Skinner, Willcox, Hop- 
kins and Howell represent, would be called 
upon to pay $1,0c0 in fines. The A¢tna under 


the same statute could be fined ,000 be- 
cause of its large capital. Lawyers in Des 
Moines laugh at such a preposterous law 
which makes different fines for the same 
offense. 

Judge Platt of Black Hawk county had 
case before him several years ago on this 


same section of the code. The Rock Island 
and Illinois Central railways were charged 
with restraining competition. Under the law, 
the Rock Island, which is an !owa corporation, 
could have been fined $100,000 while the Hlin- 
ois Central could not have been fined more 
than $1,0c0. Under the law the Rock Island 
charter could have been revoked, while the 
Illinois Central would have escaped, being an 
outside corporation.

NEW AMSTERDAM’S OHIO POLICIES. 





Special Health and Disability Contracts Issued 
for That State in Recognition of Satis- 
factory Loss Ratio It Has Shown. 





In recognition of its favorable experience 
on accident and health business in Ohio, the 
New Amsterdam Casualty has issued a new

accident. and a new disability contract ior 
use in that state only. 

The “Ohio combination accident policy” is 
issued to classes No. 1 and No. 2 in amounts 
from $1,000 to $10,000 at $5 per thousand. up 
to age 55. An additional charge of 50 cents 
per thousand is made for persons 55 to 05 
vears old and for physicians, surgeons and 
dentists. It covers every injury, fatal or other- 
wise, due to accident for the full amount of 
insurance, including gas, poison, hydrophobia, 
septicemia, etc. The $5,000 contract pays $25 
a week for total disability, not to exceed 200 
weeks, and from $5 to $20 a week for partial 
disability, not to exceed 26 weeks. Double in- 
demnity is given for travel, elevator and burn- 
ing building accidents, and, in addition to 
these, accidents resulting from tornadoes and 
cyclones. pe) ’ 

" Surgical indemnities for specified operations 
and payment of doctors’ bills, not exceeding 
$2s. where an accident requires medical at- 
tention but does not result in disability, are 
also provided. Optional specific indemnities 
in lieu of weekly indemnity form another fea- 
ture. Except in the case of weekly indemnity, 
each $1,000 indemnity may be converted into 
an annual income of $211 for five years, at the 
request of assured or beneficiary. 

The beneficiary feature includes half the 
indemnity that would be granted the as- 
sured for death or dismemberment, or for 
the list of specific injuries and the full surgical 
indemnities, provided the beneficiary is be- 
tween 18 and 60 years old and his injury re- 
sults from a travel, burning building, elevator 
or cyclone accident. Where accident is caused 
or contributed to by sunstroke, freezing or 
intoxicants, the company’s liability is one-half 
that in ordinary accidents. The accumulation 
feature adds 10 percent to the indemnities for 
death or, dismemberment each year for five 
years, provided the policy is renewed on an 
annual basis each year. 

The “Ohio perfected disability policy” is, in 
its accident features similar to the “Ohio com- 
hination accident policy.” The premium is $12 
a thousand for ages 18 to 50 and $14 for ages 
<1 to 60, with an extra charge of 50 cents a 
thousand for physicians, surgeons and den- 
tists. 

lhe $5,000 contract pavs $25 weekly for dis- 
ability from disease or illness for not to ex- 
ceed 26 weeks, $25 a week during quarantine 
for not to exceed 10 weeks and $8 a week 
for partial disability from disease or illness. 
lt pays $2,500 for loss of sight from disease, 
loss of use of limbs from paralysis, loss of 
life from sunstroke and freezing. 

lhe new policies are very liberal and ought 
to be good sellers. Edwin D. Boldman of 
Columbus, manager of the Central depart- 
ment, is a splendid accident man and superior 
agency manager.

TO RESIST FRAUDULENT CLAIMS.

CUT-RATES IN BANK BURGLARY. 


Companies that have been doing a bank 
burglary business for some time note the 
tendency of the newer companies entering this 
business to cut rates. This is done in order 
to get the business on their books, as the num- 
ber of banks is limited and hence there is a 
great scramble for the burglary insurance. 
The number of new banks, however, being es- 
tablished is quite considerable, but they are 
all freely solicited by the companies and in- 
ducements of different kinds are offered 
either in the way of rate or form. 





RESERVE LAW WILL ALTER FIGURES. 





New Statute Will :|Have an Effect on the Net 
Surplus of Some of the Liability 
Companies. 


The Illinois liability reserve law, which was 
gotten up by the Fidelity & Casualty, .is apt 
to make quite a difference in the figures of 
some companies when the time arrives for 
their next annual statements. The reserve law 
is rather stringent so far as some companes 
are concerned, because they have not put up 
a very high reserve for contingent liability. 
This will cut down their net surplus consid- 
erably. 

It is generally understood that one company 
which carries big contracts has been putting 
up no reserve for accidents or notices of 
claims where it has workmen’s collective in- 
stirance in connection with employers’ Jiability. 
the accidents being charged over to the work- 
men’s collective side of the book. The new 
law, however, will require the reserve to be 
put up for all accidents, regardless of the 
workmen’s collective policy. 





WORKS ON THE STOCK PLAN. 


The Commercial Mutual Accident of Phil- 
adelphia is now working its stock plan in 
the sale of its policies. As will be remem- 
bered, last year the company set aside $30,000 
to the credit of policyholders and it was 
decided that when this amount _ reaches 
$125,000 andthe insurance reserve is also 
kept intact, stock will be issued to persons 
who are then policyholders without addi- 
tional cost. THis fund now amounts to 
$40,000: The company: states that it believes 
in two or three years it will be able to make 
the allotment of stock, and it figures that a 
policyholder will receive from five to eight 
shares. After the distribution of stock the 
new policyholders will not participate in the 
profits, but the policyholders who are in good 
standing at the time the stock is distributed 
will participate in the profits, even though 
they decide to drop their insurance after they 
have received their stock. The company is 
writing more insuance this year than ever be- 
fore.

the danger of his neglecting to keep his pol- 
icy in effect is decreased. On a quarterly 
basis policyholders are liable to forget to pay 
and perhaps at a very critical period. 





VIEWS GIVEN ON LIABILITY STATUS. 





Employers Liability Olaims That the Chief 
Rate-Cutters Are Companies Whose Main 
Business Is Not Casualty. 





Regarding the liability situation, the Em- 

ployers Liability says: “Six months have now 
elapsed since our retirement from the Lia- 
bility Conference. Our reasons ior withdrawal 
were stated at the time and the agents of the 
corporation realized fully that the step was 
not taken for the purpose of scrambling for 
business at inadequate rates or to depart in 
any way from the conservative course which 
has always characterized the methods of the 
corporation. 
_ “We have observed with interest the condi 
tions generally prevailing since we _ retired 
from the conference, and as our Mr. Murray 
has recently visited all the important centers 
throughout the country, we feel that we are 
thoroughly in touch with conditions at the 
present time. 

“Fhe conference has apparently removed ali 

restrictions as to rates, and among a large 
number of companies now engaged in the bus- 
iness, many with but little experience and 
some with none at all, there is an unparalleled 
drive for liability business at ruinous rates. 
Alluring policy forms, so-called inspections of 
plant, extended medical aid and privilege of 
adjustment of claims by the assured are some 
of the inducements offered in addition to the 
ridiculously low rates. 
_ “The rush for business at inadequate rates 
is not confined to companies transacting cas- 
ualty business exclusively; in fact, the com- 
pany most conspicuous as a rate-cutter on lia- 
bility business is one whose principal business 
is not casualty insurance. 

“Business built up by such methods is not 
permanent, as the one and only inducement 
held out to the prospective insurer is the low 
rate. It is unreasonable to expect to secure 
first-class service utiless a living rate is paid 
for same. Many business men appreciating 
this fact avoid the ‘cheap’ companies; others 
find by experience that such insurance is an 
expensive investment, and after it has been 
demonstrated to them that inefficient handling 
of claims, technical interpretation of contract, 
inspections (made by the broker!) and other 
difficulties all go with the low rate; they place 
their risk in a company which can and will 
render the service for which they pay a 
premium.” 





SAY NEW POLICY WILL SELL. 


The new burglary, theft and larceny policy 
gotten out by the compact companies, which 
limits liability on jewelry to $100 and docs 
not permit a house to be closed up longer 
than forty-eight hours, will fit in between 
the lower-priced policy, which covers only 
burglary, and hence requires evidence of 
forcible entry into a dwelling, and the bur- 
glary, theft and larceny policy, which covers 
any sort of theft. The new policy is only 
a trifle more expensive than the -burglary 
policy, but even with its restrictions agents 
believe it will be sold quite extensively.

VACATION ACCIDENT POLICIES. 


People who are going abroad or who take 
extended vacations are usually the well-to- 
do. They do not care. for the weekly benefit 
feature of an accident policy, but usually 
take a death or death and dismemberment 
contract. The first costs $2 per $1,000 and 
the last $3 per $1,000. Active agents are 
working up quite a business in this line.

SOME COMPANIES ARE OUTSIDE. 


The United Auditing & Adjusting Asso- 
ciation, which is the surety compact in New 
York covering the United States, has not yet 
been able to secure as members the Ameri- 
can Surety, the American Bonding or the 
Fidelity & Deposit. These companies_oper- 
ate independently of the national compact, 
although the American Bonding and the Fi- 
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delity & Deposit are members of some local 
organizations. The Pacific Surety, the Fed- 
eral Union Surety and the Illinois Surety 
are not members of the national compact. 





COMMENT AS TO PHYSICIANS DEFENSE. 





Some of the Features in This Line of Casualty 
Business—Companies Find It a Diffi- 
cult Proposition. 





The Maryland Casualty is arranging to 
push its physicians defense contract in Chi- 
cago, and has appointed T. P. Simmons man- 
ager of the department. One of the objections 
to the regular defense policy on part of phy- 
sicians is the clause which gives the company 
privilege of taking the matter out of the hands 
of the physician or dentist and settling with 
the assured. The objection to this is that it 
impairs the reputation of the physician or 
dentist. The new policy of the Maryland pro- 
vides that the company has not the right to 
settle with the claimant without the consent 
of the assured... The Maryland will attempt 
to cover hospitals with a blanket policy. The 
U. S. Casualty’s policy also provides that a 
compromise cannot be effected without the con- 
sent of the assured. 

Some companies will not write a defense 
policy for incorporated dental concerns which 
advertise extensively. The claim is made 
that these people do much experimenting in 
their work, and employ many novices. The 
standing of such concerns is not considered 
the best. ‘ 

Busy physicians in large cities who have 
down-town offices are difficult propositions. 
They turn down about all callers except pa- 
tients. It is almost impossible to get at these 
men outside of business hours. Again collec- 
tions are regarded as a slow process in this 
class of business. 

Companies are beginning to urge country 
agents to solicit physicians and dentists. It is 
thought that by proper vigilance this country 
business can be made fair in size and profit- 
able. 

While the insurance companies not only de- 
fend suits on contracts of this kind, but pay 
the amount of judgment to the extent of the 
limit, the Physicians Defense Company only 
pays the cost of defending suits. Nevertheless 
it has an extensive business. 





U. S. CASUALTY WILL APPEAL. 

Appeal will be taken by the United States 
Casualty Company from the decision rendered 
against it recently by the court of appeals in 
Missouri; in the suit of J. C. James of Kansas 
City. Mr. James sued the company, claiming 
$so a week for one hundred and two weeks. 
The court granted him full indemnity, al- 
though the evidence clearly proved that he 
was able to attend to a part of his duties. 


The company asserts that the assured ignored. 


the notice of injury and other provisions of 
his contract, and it will fight the case vigor- 
ously.

DANGEROUS SURETY UNDERWRITING. 

The following. report comes from Mil- 
waukee: Two trustees’ bonds in the sum of 
$500,000 each, aggregating $1,000,000 were 
written for $300. After deducting the commis- 
sion of 25 percent, providing for the reserve 
of 50 percent, and pay ing 2 percent tax on the 
premium, it left the company nef, to carry 
$1,000,000 of insurance, $60. 

Another report comes of three fidelity bonds, 
each in the sum of $50,000, which were writ- 
ten at a rate of $50 each. After paying the 
agent’s commission of 25 percent, providing 
for reinsurance reserve of 50 percent, and 2 
percent tax on the premium received, it left 
the company writing the business $34.50 for 
carrying $150,000 of liability.

ACCIDENTS IN THE UNITED STATES. 


The Travelers says as to accidents in this 
country: “According to an eminent statis- 
tician, the fatal accident rate in the United 


States as a whole is between eighty and ~ 


eighty-five per 100,000 of population. About 
twenty-five are also injured for every one 
killed, so that there are 1,664,000_ persons 
killed or injured each year. In this caleu- 





lation minor accidents are not included. 
From these figures, says American Medicine, 
we get an appalling conception of our na- 
tional spirit of recklessness as to the value 
of human life.”

VALUE OF DOUBLE INDEMNITY. 


The Commercial Accident in a circular 
says: 

“The value .of the doubling clause in acci- 
dent policies, as applied to death in burning 
buildings, is well shown by statistics com- 
piled by the ‘Fireproofing Magazine.’ 

“They are taken from the last general 
statistical period of twelve months covering 
life loss by this cause throughout the entire 
country. During the last census year, 1900, 
deaths resulting from fire reached the un- 
precedented total of 6,672, or over 500 lives 
sacrificed each and every month to this de- 
stroying element. The proportion of life 
loss averages during the period about evenly, 
a little under nine per 100,000, but showing 
an increase from 5.5 in 1890 to that of 6.8 
in 1900 per 100,000 population. One thou- 
sand more persons lost their lives through 
fire than the whole number of those 
drowned; the figures stand: Burned, fire, 
etc., 6,772; drowned, 5,387; railroad accidents 
killed, 6,930. What has been the inscription 
for 1904 we may not yet know, but the in- 
crease of the ratio between the years 1890 
and 1900 marks the drift unmistakably 
enough.”

CHARGES OF GRAFT ARE PREFERRED. 





Claim Is Made That Boodle Was Used in the 
Purchase of the Business of Traders 
Mutual Life. 


Charges of graft in the Illinois insurance 
department were made in a hearing before 
Master in Chancery Wait in Chicago last 
Saturday. The proceedings involve Fred H. 
Rowe, attorney for the insurance department ; 
W. J. Butler, receiver of the Traders Mutual 
Life of Springfield, and W. P. Thornton, a 
Chicago attorney, who assisted Mr. Rowe in 
the legal work of the department. The 
‘Traders Mutual Life of Springfield went into 
the hands of a receiver and the Western Union 
Life of Chicago attempted to secure the busi- 
ness. Willis Palmer, vice-president of the 
Western ‘Union Life, offered Mr. Thornton 
$8,000 if he could secure the Traders Mutual’s 
business. Mr. Thornton accepted the offer 
and went to Springfield and purchased the 
business for $2,000 of the receiver. 

J. W. Lauderdale of Minneapolis, who was 
connected with the Life Insurance Company 
of Pennsylvania of which C. F. Binkley was 
manager, was the main witness in the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Binkley was also an official of the 
Western Union Life at. the same _ time. 
Lauderdale claims that Thornton told him, in 
a hotel at Springfield, that the money paid by 
the Western Union Life was divided among 
Rowe, Thornton and Butler, the receiver. 
Lauderdale also charges Frank E. Dooling, an 
official of the Traders Mutual Life and a fire 
insurance agent in Springfield, with being con- 
nected with the alleged corruption. The main 
attack is being made on Mr. Thornton be- 
cause of his connection with Mr. Rowe. The 
prosecution claims that Thornton was engaged 
to make the deal, because he could manipu- 
late the insurance department as he pleased. 

Albert Morgan, who was formeriy attorney 
for the Western Union Life and is now coun- 
sel for the Western Life Indemnity Company, 
testified before the master that he paid Thorn- 
ton $5,000, which he claims was a part of the 
alleged slush fund of $8,000 to go to Rowe 
and Butler. He claimed that $3,000 was paid 
by Frank E. Dooling of Springfield to add to 
the alleged slush fund. Morgan testified that 
Thornton told him that he only got $1,000 
out of the. deal. 

Thornton claims that he paid no money in 
the transaction other than the $2,000 to the re- 
ceiver. He says that he made a profitable deal 
for himself, but it was legitimate. Thornton 
claims that the attack on him is an effort to 
discredit Mr. Rowe and the insurance depart- 
ment. 

Some months ago disbarment proceedings 
were begun against Thornton in the Chicago 
Bar Association. The matter has now got 
before the court and the testimony is being 
taken by the master in chancery.

SULLIVAN GIVES WOUDMEN WARNING, 





Member of Big Fraternal Creates a Stir by 
Pointing Out That Order Is Collect- 
ing Inadequate Rates. 


At the recent annual meeting of the head 
camp of the Modern Woodmen of America at 
Milwaukee, John Sullivan of Kansas _ City 
created a stir by addressing the convention as 
follows regarding the report of the head clerk: 

“The presentation of mortuary statistics is 
not for the purpose of suggesting a scientific 
readjustment of rates; it is simply a recital of 
facts. In the tables it is shown that during 
1903-1904 thirteen states were paid death 
losses amounting to more than they paid into 
the death fund. Illinois was one of the first 
states in the order. The society has paid it in 
twenty-three years $1,300,000 more than it has 
contributed. As we grow older the death 
rate increases, and all states eventually will be 
in the position of those first admitted. Our 
death rate has grown gradually from 4.01 
members to the thousand annually to 12.82 to 
the thousand annually. We must not avoid 
the lesson taught by these figures.

When we realize that the “experience ta- 
ble” of the fraternal insurance companies’ fig- 
ures on a death rate 25 percent higher than that 
used by the old line companies we have fur- 
ther food for consideration. We have been 
fortunate in our death rate, but the time is 
coming when the older members will be dying 
rapidly. 

“On December 31, 1904, we had $1,136,678,- 
500 insurance in force. If our losses in future 
equal the expected under the N. F. C. table 
and we collect twelve full assessments per 
year, at our present rates upon our present 
membership we would collect $466,069,383, or 
$309 of each $1,000 in force at all ages. There 
is, therefore, $670,609,117 of insurance unpro- 
vided for, being a deficiency of $601 on each 
$1,000 in force.

“There is no greater crime than men in po- 
sitions in a fraternal order as delegates or 
officials so intrusted and honored by their peo- 
ple to look after their interests, who, knowing 
the facts so clearly shown in this experience of 
our society, as shown in these pages, than tu 
delude into false security the heads of families 
who, as members, depend upon the society for 
their family protection until health breaks or 
such age is obtained that they cannot get their 
protection elsewhere, until the time comes 
when a society’s death rate becomes so high 
that‘the young desert it, leaving only the oid, 
who, dying fast, with the enormous cost, find 
themselves unable to pay it and afl is lost. Our 
organization is dcing a grand work. But we 
must not do as did the men who, knowing bet- 
ter, or who should have known better, allowed 
the membership of the American Legion of 
Honor, which during its career paid out much 
more money to the widow and the orphan than 
have we up to date, to rest in false security 
until old age element of membership became 
so numerous, with death rate accordingly, that 
the ship was stranded by the young deserting 
and the old and gray-haired unable to pay

TROUBLES OF THE ROYAL ARCANUM. 





Order Is Up Against a Hard Proposition What- 
ever May Happen—Heavy Lapse Seems 
to Be Inevitable. 


The new rates promulgated by the supreme 
council of the Royal Arcanum to go into effect 
July 1 for new members and October 1 for 
old members are a subject of more discussion 
than has been given to any similar increase 
in years. The age, size and importance of the 
order cause any change in its plans to 
affect a great many people, and to arouse 
great interest among fraternalists, as well 
as among life insurance men generally. 

A meeting of local councils in Indiana wili 
probably be held soon for the purpose of pro- 
testing against the increase. Wisconsin mem- 
‘bers are talking of seceding and forming an 
independent order or else applying for a re- 
ceiver for the Royal Arcanum. 

Supreme officers of the order are putting 
forth every effort to allay the discontent, and 
are traveling about the country addressing 
conventions or individual councils, showing 
that ‘the increase in rates was zbsolutely nec- 
essary, and explaining how the new rates 
were computed. Great bitternessis shown in 
the resolutions adopted by some councils, in 
the remarks of prominent members of the 
order, and in letters written to the newspapers: 
A number of very foolish charges are being 
made through ignorance or malice, which help 
to complicate the situation. Many members 
of the order, especially old men, express the 
belief that the new rates were designed es- 
pecially to freeze old men out. - The fact that 
the official reports of the Royal Arcanum 
show a heavy mortality among the old mem- 
bers, which the old rates did not begin to 
meet, does not seem to influence the opinion 
of these people in the least. 

x * 

Another very foolish statement is that the 
increase in rates is the outcome of a wicked 
plot on the part of certain old-line companies 
to wreck the order and insure its younger 
members. Some men connected with the 
organization have made this the occasion for 
criticising the expenses of the order and in- 
timating that the advance in rates would not 
be necessary if these expenses were heid 
down to what they consider a_ reasonable 
figure. The little items of expense which 
they would cut off would not amount to a drop 
in the bucket, and to cut them off would prob- 
ably be detrimental to the order. Efforts arc 
being made in some quarters to bring pressure 
enough to bear on the supreme council to 
have the rates revised before October 1, and 
the advance reduced. In “New York it is 
probable that the matter will he taken into 
court. 

* * * 

The Royal Arcanum is undoubtedly going 
to have a very hard road to travel for the next 
few years. Whatever may be the result of 
legal actions or attempted pressure to have 
the rew rates reduced, the society is up 
against. a hard proposition. If the court 
should refuse relief, and the supreme council 
has backbone enough to stand its ground, 
there will be a heavy lapse. If, on the other 
hand, the court should intervene, or the su 
preme council should back down from _ its posi 
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tion, the order will face the same difficulties 
as it has been facing for a number of years 
past, namely, it would work on insufficient 
rates. The efforts of the supreme officers, and 
of those members that believe the advance in 
rates is justified, to make the rank and file of 
the membership look upon the action in that 
way has now to a great extent educated 
the younger membership to see that an in- 
crease in rates is necessary; and, if for any 
reason it should not be made, a heavy lapse 
may be expected among the younger members, 
and this would certainly be to the detriment 
of the order. 
* * * 

Despite the explanations of the supreme 
officers concerning the way in which the new 
rates were computed¢there is very much doubt 
if they will prove permanently adequate, as 
the order has rvn for nearly thirty years on 
inadequate rates. 

While all this trouble is going on within 
the order, agents of old-line companies are 
taking advantage of the situation to urge 
members who are insurable in regular compa- 
nies to lapse from the Royal Arcanum and 
take old-line insurance. The agitation. going 
on in the changing of rates is having so dis- 
turbing an eflect upon the membership that 
undoubtedly many members will see fit to go 
to the old-line companies. 





PIN THEIR FAITH TO THEIR COMPANY. 





Amounts of Insurance the Executive Officers 
of the New York Life Carry in That 
Institution. 


In order to show that the officers of the 
New York Life practice what they preach, 
the company gives the amount of insurance 
that the executives carry in their own com- 
pany. In its weekly bulletin, it is told that 
the officers feel that it is only right that they 
should back up their arguments by taking in- 
surance in the company. The assertion is 
made that the officers believe in the company 
and its results and claim that there is no 
other form of insurance or investment to 
which they could their money to better 
advantage. 

John A. McCall took his first policy in the 
New York Life in 1892, it being $25,000. His 
entire line in the company now amounts to 
$350,000. Of this, $130,000 is reinsured. Vice- 
Presdent George W. Perkins took a $5,000 
policy in the company in 1887. He now 
carries $310,c00. Vice-President Kingsley 
took a $5,000. policy in 1889 and now carries 
$185,000 in the New York Life. Vice-Presi- 
dent Thomas A. Buckner took a $1,000 policy 
in 1882, his line now amounting to $135,500 in 
the company. Second Vice-President R. W. 
Weeks took a $5,000 policy in 1881 and now 
has $51,000. Second Vice-President W. E. 
Ingersoll took a $2,000 policy in 1875 and now 
carries $43,000 in the company. Second Vice- 
President E. R. Perkins took $2,500 in 1885, 
his line in the New York Life now amounting 
to $197,500. Secretary J. C. McCall took 
$10,000 in 1896 and now carries $100,000 in 
his company. Secretary S. M. Ballard took 
$5,000 in 1889 and now carries $25,000. 

The company declares that agents can use 
these figures as arguments in soliciting busi- 
ness, because the officers have ititimate knowl- 
edge of the inside workings of the New York 
Life and are willing to pin their faith to it by 
taking large lines of insurance in the company.

SENSATION IN TENNESSEE REBATING. 





Three Members of the Grand Jury Are Dis- 
charged Because Their Consciences Would 
Not Permit Them to Indict. 


After a peculiar hitch in the grand jury 
room at Columbia, Tenn., an indictment for 
rebating was returned against W. G. Mc- 
Adams for violation of the anti-rebate law 
of that state. Something of a sensation was 
caused in court when the prosecuting officer 
appeared and demanded the discharge of 
three members of the grand jury, who, in 
spite of conclusive evidence and plain law, 


refused to vote for- an indictment on the 
ground that their consciences opposed it. 
When the men were questioned by Judge 


Holding, they said the law and the evidence 
were all right. The judge remarked that 
it was highly unreasonable that they should 
place their consciences above their ‘oaths to 
disicharge their duties in accordance with 
the law and the evidence. The jurymen de- 
nied that they had talked to anyone on the 
outside and they were accordingly discharged. 
After their successors had been named the 
indictment was quickly reiurned. 

The indictment states on its back that poli- 
cies issued to J. F. Brownlow, Eugene An- 
derson and A. L. Blocker were rebated, but 
there is only one account in. the indictment 
which sets forth that J. F. Brownlow was 
given a policy of $5,000 in the Manhattan 
life for a premium of $30, when the premium 
named on the face of the policy is $135.25. 
Members of the Columbia Life Underwriters 
Association instigated the grand jury inves- 
tigation. 





REDUCES INTEREST RATE. 

The Security Trust & Life has _ reecntly 
made a new ruling, under which all indebted- 
ness to the company incurred after May 18 
will be charged 5 percent interest instead of 
6 percent, as was the custom before that date. 
This applies to loans, premium notes, grace 
in payment of premiums and’ reinstatement 
calculations, although the policy itself may 
state that the rate is 6 percent.

MUTCHLER STATES HIS SIDE. 

In regard to his arrest on the charge of em- 
bezzlement, Finley H. Mutchler, formerly 
manager of the Security Mutual at Columbus, 
and now agency manager of the Illinois Life 
at the same point, says that he is not an em- 
bezzler, and that none of his friends will be- 
lieve the charge.

BUSINESS AFFECTED AT CINCINNATI. 


Equitable Scandal Interferes Somewhat with 
Writing Large Applications—Much Lap- 
sing and Transferring Reported. 





Life -insurance men of Cincinanti declare 
that the Equitable scandal is having a notice- 
able effect on the writing of new business, al- 
though it is said that the damage is not so 
great as might be expected. It is most felt on 
large policies, or those of $5,000 and upwards. 
Nevertheless the year seems to be going fairly 
well, and most managers are willing to quote 
figures privately to show that they are gain- 
ing over last year. 

There are rumors of large policyholders 
dropping their insurance in the Equitable, tak- 
ing the paid-up values and filling their lines in 
smaller companies, but names are not given. 
According to the professions of managers, 
there is practically no effort at twisting, as it 
is regarded as unpfofitable to stir up: a bad 
mess. The changes that are said to have oc- 
curred are declared to have been mostly volun- 
tary. 

There was a story on the street of a man 
holding $200,000 insurance in the Equitable 
dropping his policies and sending for the man- 
ager of a company with a high reputation to 
make up his line, but the statement could not 
be verified. 





SCOTT'S SUIT AGAINST WASHINGTON. 

In an amended complaint, Blair T. Scott, 
formerly superintendent of agents of the Wash- 
ington Life, alleges that in November and 
December of last year he succeeded in saving 
the company from béing reinsured, and that 
his services in that connection were worth 
$50,000. Of this amount he claims that $44,- 
513 is still due. He also seeks to recover 
back salary for himself, and damages alleged 
to have been incurred by him through having 
to break his contract with his brother, em- 
ployed to assist him in his general agency at 
Portland, Ore., his whole claim against the 
Washington amounting to about $54,000.

most nothing, while enormous dividends were 
paid to stockholders of the safe deposit com- 
panies, Henry B. Hyde owning most of the 
stock. 


Company Lost, While Directors Gained. 


Through the manipulation of the stock of 
the Equitable Trust Company, its stockholders 
made enormous profits at the expense of the 
Equitable Life, they using the life company 
to serve their own personal ends in the trust 
company. Through the consolidation of the 
Western National bank and the National 
bank of the United States, both of New York, 
the Hendricks reports show the Equitable Life 
was allowed to lose in the deal, while its offi- 
cers reaped large profits. No investigation has 
yet been made as to the other subsidiary 
companies, Lawyers Title Insurance Com- 
pany, Lawyers Mortgage Insurance Company 
and the Franklin National bank. The re- 
port proves that J. H. Hyde, without con- 
science, has used the Equitable to line his 
pockets, thus taking boldly the hard earnings 
of policyholders. 


May Force Restitution of Funds. 


The most interesting feature now in the 
Equitable case is the possibility of the attor- 
ney-general of New York, and District At- 
torney Jerome bringing suits to force the 
restitution of funds received by officers and 
directors in an alleged illegal manner. The 
matter of bringing criminal proceedings 
against some of the officers and directors is 
also being discussed. It is expected that all 
the dummy directors will be retired at once, 
although it is difficult to find enough persons 
who own five shares of stock to act as direc- 
tors. 

Cuts Off Perquisites. 


Chairman Paul Morton has cut off fees of 
all directors who are not in attendance at 
meetings. Heretofore, directors have received 
fees whether present at meetings or not. He 
has also prohibited salaried officers from re- 
ceiving directors’ fees. 

Chairman Morton has retained a firm of «t- 
torneys to investigate charges against di- 
rectors who are supposed to have secured 
funds from the company illegally. 


Wants Other Giants Investigated. 


Herbert Myrick, president of the Orange 
Judd Company of New York, publishers of 
several very prominent agricultural papers in 
different parts of the country, has written io 
Insurance Superintendent Hendricks request- 
ing that he make an investigation of the Mu- 
tual Life and the New York Life, similar to 
the one he made of the Equitable. Mr. 
Myrick says that the report on the Equitable 
adds fuel to the suspicion that other great 
companies are also culpable. As a _ policy- 
holder in the Mutual Life, carrying over 
$100,000 of insurance, he feels justified in 
asking for just as searching an investigation 
into that institution, and says that he believes 
that many small policyholders and all large 
ones in the country would join in this demand 
if they had the opportunity. As a policy- 
holder in the New York Life, he also urges 
an investigation of that company. 

Equitable and State May Unite to Sue. 

Paul Morton, chairman of the board of 
directors of the Equitable, has asked Attorney 
Mayer for a conference on the proposal for a 
joint movement by the state and the company 
against the directors and officers who abused 
their trust. 

. B. Forgan of Chicago and Charles 
Stewart Smith have resigned as directors, 
making nineteen resignations so far received. 

Committees of policyholders from Massa- 
chusetts and South Carolina this week called 
on the trustees, and suggested the names of 
several persons they would like to have con- 
sidered for the vacancies on the board of di- 
rectors. 

Chairman Morton states he has not heard 
that Mrs. Henry B. Hyde has voluntarily re- 
quested the Equitable to discontinue her 
pension of $25,000 a year. 

It is understood that some of the general 
agents of the Equitable are aiming to get 
appointed as directors through the proxies 
sent to policyholders. It is stated that some 
of the general agents have purchased stock 
with the idea of getting on the board. A 
number of general agents have considerable 
local influence and believe that they can get 
enough policyholders to vote for them to get 
elected.

for ‘hanging on’ which you cannot buy or 
learn, but must be born in you. 

“As this is a business in which judgment 
and responsibility figure so largely, it follows 
that a woman of middle life or nearing it is 
best fitted for it. George DuMaurier says 
we do not begin to live until we are forty, so 
that is a good age for a woman agent to begin. 
Is it not a good thing there is something on 
earth for the old-like woman to do, before it 
is time to be chloroformed? 

“No, this is not the business for the sweet 
girl graduate, or the young miss, or even the 
young lady, unless she is ‘steady’ and is under 
the necessity of earning her living, but is for 
the woman who has passed through life’s many 
forms of affliction and suffering, and comes 
forth with energy and pluck undiminished.” 


Query.—Can you cite us any cities in which 
there is a local agency, agents’ or solicitors’ 
license ordinance. We are under the impres- 
sion that there are some cities in which such an 
ordinance is in effect, and the matter is under 
discussion among our local agents here with a 
view of securing the passage of such an ordi- 
nance, if legal, placing a slight license tax on 
insurance agencies or solicitors. 

Repty.—There are many such towns in 
Missouri, Kansas and Kentucky, and almost 
every town in Texas has a license of this 
nature. For instance in Missouri, Carthage 
has a $20 license; Jefferson City, $5.50; Joplin, 
$60.00; St. Joseph, $10.00; Springfield, $10.50; 
New Madrid, $12.00. In Kansas, Weir has a 
$5 agency license and Girard $5. In Kentucky, 
Frankfort has a $10 license; Madisonville, 
$10; Winchester, $10. By addressing the 
proper authorities in any of these towns you 
no doubt can get a copy of the ordinance. 

Agents and property owners frequently 
suffer from the bad reputation of a risk 
after the conditions which brought it into 
disfavor have been remedied. This is espe- 
cially true where a bulletin regarding the 
risk has been sent out by a field club. For 
instance, a certain manufacturer allowed his 
plant to “run down” because his lease was 
expiring and he did not care to spend 
money for repairs until he knew whether or 
not he would be able to renew it. While it 
was thus in a bad condition it was inspected 
by two or three field men, and an unfavor- 
able report was sent out by the field club. 
After a new lease was signed the manufac- 
turer spent $2,000 or more for repairs, put- 
ting in barrels and buckets, attaching fire 
shutters and constructing a brick cut-off from 
the boiler room. Although the risk is now 
kept clean and is an excellent one of its 
class, the manufacturer, and the agent placing 
the line, have difficulty in securing a suff- 
cient amount of insurance. It would seem 
like simple justice for field clubs to bulletin 
improvements as well as defects, especially 
on risks that have already reported as haz- 
ardous. It is a serious thing to prevent a 
man from getting enough insurance to pro- 
tect his business and credit. Agents can, 
however, usually overcome the prejudice 
against a risk by furnishing the company 
with a statement of the facts.

PENN MUTUAL AGENTS MEET. 
(Continued from page 6.) 


twenty-second annual convention of the Penn 
Mutual Agency Association in Cleveland this 
week. The first business consisted of a meet- 
ing of the executive committee Tuesday morn- 
ing, and this was followed by a short business 
session of the organization, at which the re- 
ports of standing committees were heard. 
They indicated that the association is in 
splendid condition in every respect. 
Will Meet at New Orleans Next Year. 

Telegrams were sent to President R. Allison 
Miller and Vice-President Frank Marcoe of 
Baltimore, both of whom were unable to be 
present because of ill health. A telegram of 
congratulations was received from President 
John Dolph of the National Association of 
Life Underwriters, and a suitable reply was 
sent. It was decided to hold the next meeting 
with General Agent J. R. Fell ,of New Or- 
leans. 

Officers Are Elected. 

Officers were elected as follows: President, 
R. Allison Miller; vice-presidents, Frank 
Marcoe and J. A. Goulden; treasurer, J. E. 
Durham; secretary, J. C. Biggert; assistant 
secretary, J. W. Iredel!. Mr. Miller has 
served as president for many years, and, 
though unable to attend the meetings is still 
honored with the position. The vice-presi- 
dents also succeeded themselves. 

After lunch at twelve, Major Kendall took 
the visitors in carriages to the steamer land- 
ing, and a three-hour ride on the lake on the 

‘Arrow’ was enjoyed. They were taken 
along the front of the city and shown all the 
principal points of interest. 

**The Actuarial Department’’ Is Discussed. 

At eight o’clock the convention again con- 
vened, and the reading of papers was taken 
up, that of Assistant Actuary J. B. Gibb on 
“The Actuarial Department” beimg first. Mr. 
Gibb said that the men in the field could ma- 
terially aid the department in many ways, and 
that they were always glad to have reports 
on anything new that was discovered, or new 
contracts that other companies are putting out. 
Term insurance was given quite a little atten- 
tion, both the favorable and unfavorable points 
being touched upon. Actuary Barker, Major 
Kendall and others discussed the paper. 

Mr. Redding on Card Index Systems. 

Hon. Sid B. Redding of Little Rock, Ark., 
read a paper on “The General Agency Rec- 
ords and Card System,” in which he recom- 
mended as complete a card system as possible, 
not only as a more convenient manner of 
keeping records of all kinds, but to faciliate 
the transaction of business. Reference to 
cards is more convenient than to books, and 
large volumes do not accumulate to be taken 
care of. Mr. Redding said that he had se- 
cured an exchange of cards from other gen- 
eral agents before he attempted to install one 
of his own and then took the best points of all. 
Some of the cards from the office of F. A. 
Kendall & Son, Cleveland, were adopted with 
only a few changes to accommodate local con- 
ditions. In his office the card system is used 
for almost everything. 

Dr. Hobach Gives Points on Medical Department. 

Dr. J. U. Hobach’s paper on “Experiences 
of the Medical Inspector” was filled with good 
points on the selection and appointment of ex- 
aminers, as well as the inspection of risks. He 
said that his experierice had made him be- 
lieve that it would be an excellent thing to 
have persons from other departments of the 
home office made frequent trips over the coun- 
try. It brings agents and officials into closer 
asscciation and makes them feel more interest 
in each other ard the work. In the discussion 
following this paper, it was shown that the 
company has reduced the number of medical 
examiners in each locality or city to two. 
Then the two best physicians that can be se- 
cured are chosen for the work. They have 
found that fewer examiners are better, be- 
cause they take more interest and do their 
work better. It pays them and they give their 
time and skill to it more willingly. Colonel 
Plympton and others discussed the paper. 

How to Keep the Business on the Books. 

Capt. J. S. Land of South Carolina read a 
most interesting paper on “The General 
Agency and the Care of Old Business.” He 
said that it is better to secure a moderate 
amount of business that will stay on the books 
than to offer prizes and rewards and get appli- 
cations that are good for a year or so only.
